Says County Roads Nee 


$4 Million Dollar 


Nearly 200 miles of county roads 
and state highways in. Crawford 
County are dangerous, congested, 
or otherwise unfit to meet present 
traffic demands and should be im- 
proved at 4 cost of $4,726,650, the 
Michigan Highwa Study’ Com- 
mittee revealed today. 

The needs were among those 
Hated by cities and villages repre- 
senting 87 per cent of the urban 
‘population, by -all-of-the-83-coun- 
ties and by the State Highway De- 
partment for roads and_ streets 
under their respective jurisdic- 
tions. After screening by impar- 
tial engineers, the individual re- 
quirements were made the basis 
for the general report on “High- 
way Needs in Michigan’ released 
last week. 

The study committee pointed out 
that only the absolute minimum 
needs are included in-the figuies 
and recommends that they te met 
during the next 12 te 15 years. 

The study found that 318 of the 
136 miles of Clasa B primary roads 
on the county system are in need 
of modernization costing $1,133,- 
200, exclusive of three bridges
